The \yalls are grimy 
A "blackboard" grey with ago carries 
figures innumerable and characters in 
regiments and .ilmost illegible. J 
wonder to myself how those, children 
can read such indistinctness! Two 
maps hang from the walls luid others 
for which there is no place are rolled 
away in a corner. A little miserable 
^tovo stands there like a little rusted 
box of iron; it omits a pmok Sacrc' 



r THE OITT OP LIMA. 

As a Victorian Sa'w it Thirty Yoars. 

Tliei-o ar.- 57 cliiiiclie.i in Liin.i ln'sides 
; lij cliai)ol3 belonging ti the convents, mo- 
I nasterioa, colleges and hospitals. Tho 
convent of San Frauoiseo, occnpj-ing seven 
;ici-es of ground is ih'e large.st in Lima. 
Tlu; chnrolies and conveiit.s are extromoly 
ricli, and many iiiia,<,'o.H of the saints are 
of massive gold or silver. In thoso insti- 
tutions are some of the finest paintings uf 
the Sp.-mish snhoul, luit diiring tho rovolii- 
liim most of the riches, and inanj' of the 
p.iintings wore taken away. They aro all 
Kiiman t-'alliolicM; no otiioi- relirdon is tol- 
i'r,it(-d in I'ern, except in private houses. 
( )in!-fiiiii-tlis of the inliahitaiits, at one 
time, it is stated, wore nieiiks and nuns! 

The cathedral with the bislioi.i's palace 
IS on the east side of tho plazji. It is 180 
feet by 320 foot, and is a unique and ro- 
markaljle edifice. Tt was built by Pizarro 
wle.se tomb is in the crypt. At each cor- 
ner of the front is an octagonal tower, 
uhieh rises 'iOfl feet frruii its base, which 
is -to feet bi,L,di. In the l)elfries are several 
line toned bells, tho hirgosl weighiiif,' 
;i4,720 pounda. It is divided into three 
nava."". paved with largo carthern tile.s. 
Tlio roof is beautifully carcod and panel- 
ed and is supported by arches from a 
double row of stono pillars. The interior 
of this clinrch is of astonishing jjrandeur, 
and the w£-:dth lavislied upon it is enor- 
mous. Tlie ^oi-ycous ceilinj's and walls 
are finely painted and gaudily and richly 
t,'ilt. There arc several altars. The hi^li 
altiir is supported bj- largo enlumns of the 
Corinthian order, 20 feet high, and in- 
cluding the facing.-i, cornices, mouldings, 
,-uiil lialiistrado, aro of massive ailvor. There 
aro nitmy yaUinblo puuitiiigs and images 
of tho saints, &c. Some of tho Madon- 
nas have crowns of massive gold, and 
i tie iavise decked with a profusion of 
pearls .md gems of iniinen.'e value. There 
ai-u iV'> very lar^'o organ.s, of excellent 
loiio, the pipes are of aulid .silver. As in 
Biissian chuichu^, there aro lie 'leat.s and 
thy congrerration kneel upon small mats 
they lain-.,' witli then), 'flic women wear 
sli,-,v,ls npiJii their liead,i, gener:illy black, 
. .iK-ealiiiu! iK-.-uly all the face. 

Theix- are live parish churches, besides 
the Ciithobo. The church of San Doiiiingu 
has oiiii m:i;;iiitlcent t-'wer bSO feet higli 
and frun its top is a splendid view of the 
siiiriamding country; tho lofty mountains, 
I lie ocean, iVc. Attachod to this church is 
a monastery uitli .-i \>iv;^u court and n 
liroii.-.e fountain, in imitation of that on 
the pla.'.a, lint not .so ]i\r'j;c. Tlic docora- 
lioiis of the interior of this church resem- 
ble the cathedral The hii,di altar is of 
solid silver. It has valuable paintings 
and the numeroua images are adorned 
with gold and precious stducs, supposed 
to exceed in v:diio even those in tho 
eathedl-al. 

'I'Ik' cliui'cli of iSanta linsa, the patron 
s,-uiit of Peru, resembles the cathedral, 
also, in its interior decorations, except 
llnit the liltiir, the images, itc. , arc deco- 
rated with a profusion of roses. 

There is an immonsu aiuphitheatre on 
the magniti(-ent park, on Ihe Kiniac, in 
Sail bai-.aro, where exciting liull lights 
take pl.ice. It is -UK) foot in diameter 
with three tiers of boxes and can accom- 
moil:ite lii.OUO siicctators. There is an 
aniphitlioatro for cock tights, iind the pub- 
lic baths and cemetery arc outside the 

w:dls. 

'I'ho t,'overnmeiit niuseum contains a 
laiL;e collection of birds and animals, 
lb-re are the iiortraits of all tlie Spanish 
\ ieeroys, lieginniiig with I'izarro, who lias 
a very dark complexion and a rather fero- 
cious coiintenaiice. Here is also the por- 
trait of Columbu.s with a noble, frank 
ci.'untenaucc and intelloctiinl head. They 
were naintcd probably liy the liest Spanisli 
artists of that age. There is a ,L;reat va- 
riety of ]iorcehun vase.s, jugs, I've., rudely 
made to i-i semlile birds, beasts and liuimui 
he.ols iif tho ancient IV-rnviana. Tliere aro 
several liuliaii niunimii-.^, having boon bur- 
iediii an erect, .sipialting position, and ap- 
parciiilv i|iiite as well pregorved as the 
l-lgyiiiian muiiuni."!. It in nuppoHoJ tlie> 
Were not embalmed, ljut iireservod by the 
peculitir sa ine ]iropei-tieM uf the soil. .-Vt- 
taclieJ to this luuscimi is a valuable libra- 
i-y of -Jtbtitli' Volumes. 

The market occupies a largo square, 
I'Sitly housed in. It contains a good as- 
sortincn! of everythiiij,' the country pro- 
duees, partieul.irly tlov.'crs. It is tlie |,'eli- 
eral iiiub-zvous for ladies takini; their 
inuniin;; walks, attended hy a servant or 
a slave. Slavery was aboliahed in 1822, 
but many of the slaves preforrod to remain 
with their old masters. They are kindly 
treated and made coiiipauioiis of .-is it is 
cn.sroinary in Turkey. Tho mistress and 
her alavo who carries tho mat to church, 
will kneel upon it side by side in their de- 
votions. 

( iccasionally may bo scea the celebrated 
c.istunio of tho Saj'a and Manto, wliich 
aro now only worn in Lima and Truxillo. 
The .'sava is a petticoat ahoiit ten inches 
wide at the bottom, made of silk resemb- 
ling uel-woi-k. It IS elastic and made to 
tit closely, distinctly showing tho form uf 
tlio limbs. Tho Manto is also a petticoat, 
or cloak, tind being drawn over the head, 
is kept so closely by the hands, which it 
also conceals, that no part of tho body is 
i-isiblo but one eye, and .lometimos part 
of one eye. 

Large church pi-ocossiuns frequently 
t.-da- place, and overy person in the street 
is supposed to uncover his head and kneel 
wiiile tho procession passes; and those 
who neglect to conform to this custom 
aro liable to bo imprisoned. 

Peru being a very mountainous country 
has every variety of cliuiatu and produce 
most every tiling found in tho world; but 
unforlimatcly iCiu subject to earthquakes. 
Tho groat oarthqualto of 17-10 drove the 
Bca upon tho land so that the steeples of 
Callao wore entirely covered, and only 
-2110 out of .5,000 of tho inhabitants escap- 
ed. Ill Lima only 20 houses escaped de- 
struction out of 3,000. Earthquakea have 



occurred since and one maj' bo expected 
about every half cemiiry. 

The inhabitants f Lima .-u-e coniijosed 
of some of mosi .ill the luitioiis of tho 
earth, and every shade of color, from ibo 
black negro, to the pure Caia-asian. The 
peopb' areg.-iy and fond of exciting iimiise- 
inents. Tho women, pure desceiidcnts of 
Europeans, nru generally handsomo and 
elegantly formed, with beautiful oxpros- 
aivo eyes and rather jiale faces. Tbe 
nation aro not iiidnstrioiis, particularly 
tho females. Tin: country being natiir- 
tdly rich, a little exerti.iu gives tlio male 
the necessaries of life. Every woman, 
however poor, wears silk stockings, even 
the washer woniMii at tho ttib, It is tho 
fashion. » 

It is related th;it the citizens of Lima 
were so rich, that wln-ii the Diiko of i'n- 
lata, the viceroy si.-nl out fr.uii Spain in 
181)2, made his pulilic entry into the city, 
tliat ihe^' i)avod the streets lie was to jiass 
through with ingots of silver. ■). H. D

If this 8ugg9stion of daily pmyer at tho 
coinuioncement of legislative business bo 
considered ill-tinu^d, inasmuch as, if in- 
trothiccel, it would not bo reverently re- 
garded, let it bo so dealt witli; but bo 
thiit as it may, it is no fitting suliject for 
indecorous obsurvations. 

There is, unfortunately, in the present 
day too ready a disposition to indulge in 
unbecoming levity upon matters sacred ; 
b!!t rt hon so practised one seems at a loss 
the i ■> ' y in which it seems moat reprehen- 
j sililo, whether in a young man or in an 
a^ed and presumably intelligent person 
like Mr. GrilTin.

To TiiK EeiTOR : — I do not auitposo that 
any lawyer will ho so presuniptnous as to 
question tho ruling of Mr. Si)»'a!:er on a 
l)oint of parliamentary practice, e.fpecially 
as tho decision appear.s to have convinced 
tho attornc3'-genoral that liis .irfjnniunt in 
defence of tho hill was entirely cnnneous. 
My object is rather to comment upon cer- 
tain remarkable expressions of oi.inion 
which tho occasion referred to elicited 
frbm.aomo of our representatives in the 
flagislativo asaombly. 

Tho public have a rii^bt to expect that j 
those who mako laws f(ir them .slionld 
lake the trouble to mako themselves ac- 
iiuainted with tho Hubjccts upon which 
they exercise their legislative functions, 
' ^d. treat such subjects in an iiapartial 
fiAndfis^AtesinanUko spirit. That some of 
our members do this I willingly admit ; 
bnt it is too evident that otiiers adopt an 
oppoHitc eoarsi". 

The lawyers of Uritiiih C<duinbi,\ as a 
body are not perfect, and arc consoinusof 
at least soiiio of their imperfections. Dur- 
ing tlio last few years the^' have been 
. atru^Rling, under many diffioultie.s, to 
.•'maintain the atand.ard ol professional 
honor, independence and learning which 
i,s tlio pride of older comnuinitips ; and 
for this purpose they have taken England 
and Ontario as their models. Thoir 
united eQ"orls have boon directed mainly 
to tho following points : 
(I). To presorro their independence ; 
(2.) To accmnidato by co-operation u 
library more complete tlian an individual 
eoulJ nfi'orci; 

(3.) To guard aaainst tho adnn'ssion of 
unqualified or undesirable practitioners; 

(4). To provide for tho training of stu- 
dtfuts. 

(6). To prevent and punish malprac- 
tice. 

In all iKcao pai tioiil.ir.'i llicir reguliitiimH 
will be found on examination to ).u at 
least as liberal as those of tho older conn- 
trics, and in some respects much more 
liberal. The hill lately introduced was 
framed on this principle, and was intend- 
ed to remedy some defects which time and 
experience had disclosed. 

Under such circumstances when honor- 
able mcniburs rise one after another and 
express their delight that tho bill has been 
■ defeated by a tcchiiicalitj' one natui-- 
ttlly asks, wliy / What good will it 
do you or any one else I Ono mend)er 
saya, "I had a lawsuit and lost it." 
Another says, "Law is too oxpcnsivo." It 
is pretty well known that in nearly every 
lawsuit one party lo.ses, and tiiat, all tho 
world over, law i.s an expeii.sivo luxury; 
but as nobudy attempted to .show tliat the 
defeat of the bill would provont the lo.ss 
of lawsuits or clieapen law, it would 
seem that these gentlemen were simply 
venting impotent spleen. 

Tho next election will perhaps weed out 
some of tlioso let,'i.shiti)r.s who.se only idea 
of reform is to pull down overytlnng to a 
dead level, and substitute others who will 
encourage the olovatiou of every pro- 
fession and industi-j'.

Mr. Williams adhered to lii.s proviou.s 
statonieiit as to motives. 

Jlr. Vernon said the principle of this 
resolution was introduceil into the IToii.so 
twii years ago, so that the motive.") attri- 
buted by Mr. Williams to tho mover of 
resohitlon vvero quit® oproneoua and in- 
correct. There were four hospitals in this 
city and lie thoiij;lit some ari-angomont 
should be niadu toainalganiato the .Marino 
Hospital iinili'i- tiie control of the Domin- 
ion govoriinieiit with the provincial in.sti- 
tlition. A groat .saving could be clloctud 
by pursuing this course, as the marine 
building was frequently untonantablo. 
Perhaps if this could be eflbcted tho 
present Marino Hospital could lie convert- 
ed into a dwelling f .r incurables or for 
patients sufii'ritig from contagious dis- 
eases. 

Hon. Mr. lieaNcn wanted more infor- 
mation before the resolution was passed, 
and movod an amendment for tlia ap* 
pointnient of a select committee to inquire 
into tho working of tho system and re- 
port a more equitable scliemo for the sup- 
port of the hospitals. 

Mr. Wil.son seconded tho auiendiuent 
and pointed out that out of 3;i patients in 
tho hospital only ',) were residents of Vic- 
toria. Nearly all came from the mainland. 
Until hospitals woroj districted and pa- 
tients coiilinod to tho hoai)itals in tlioir 
own districts he thought the principle 
could notji.e fairly applied. He added that 
not one of tho members — not even Jlr. 
Drnminond— who voted tho other day for 
the change in tho inan.agemont of Victoria 
hospital was a sub-scriber to the c.vtent of 
a single cent I Mctoria, being tho wealth- 
iest place ill the province, and having 
more doctor.", naturally attracted iiioio 
patients than any other district. 

Mr. Williams said that under tho now 
arrangement those who did not suhscribo 
before would subscribe liberally. 

Mr. Drumniond replied to the charge 
that ho dill not contribute last year to 
tho hospital. He had iii.s reasons, be- 
cause tho all'air was not conducted ju-o- 
perly. He had his roiisons (laughter), and 
producQd n receipt for a dollar which be 
said was more than tho honorablo mem- 
ber for Comox could show. He hadn't 
contributed a cent. 

Mr. Wilson— This is a receipt fora dol- 
lar. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Drumrricnd Tliat is more than tho 
member for Como.x can show. 

Dr. Ash — Mr. Speaker, is the hon. gen- 
tleman quite sober ? Cries of "order, or- 
der." 

Dr. Ash— -Has not this drunken luifVoon- 
ery been carried too far / (Laughter 
and "order.") 

Mr. Druminond — You said "hear, hear" 
when my colleague spoke. You endorsed 
what ho said and you have not contribut- 
ed a dollar towards tho hospital.

The lion, mover said ho was not actu- 
ated by any hostility to tho scheme lately 
recommended by this House; but he 
thought the principle of this resolution a 
good one which if applied during tho rc- 
COS.S would be beneficial to the comnuini- 
ties throughout the jirovince. The sum 
of 817,800 liad been paid by the Govern- 
nieivfc for the support of hoapitals through- 
out the province in 1879-80. He had 
known in tho interior of lives having been 
lost for want of surgical attention and 
tho time liad arrived when a hospital 
should bo established soniowhore in the 
interior. The resolution afBrinod a prin- 
ciple which ho thought tho House would 
adojt and wbieh ho had reason to hope, 
from the remarks of tho leader of .the 
Government a few days ago, the Govern- 
ment would sui/poit. 

Mr. Vernon seconded. 

Jlr. Humphreys said the prinei[)lc and 
object of tho resolution were excellent, 
but tho conditions of tho province were 
such as to prevent its requirements be- 
ing carried out. If tho Government aid 
now extended to hospitals was removed 
he feared the establishmentH must close. 
It was absurd to talk of putting up hos- 
pitals in the interior unless there were 
sick people to put in them. He believed 
that such people should be brought from 
tho interior to New Westminster or Vic- 
toria for treatment. 

Mr. Williams , charged that because of 
the resolution that was passed the other 
day this resolution was brought in. If 
adopted this would kill tJio Victoria hos- 
pital. 

Mr. .\braius intended to support this 
resolution. On last year's Govermneiil 
grant there was §2,000 of a surplus. The 
principle was a good one and he should 
support it. 

Air. Ferguson opposed the resolution 
for if pa.ssed strong communities only 
would be able to support hospitals. There 
should be a hospital in tho interior, Init 
this resolution was wrong in principle, 

Hon. Sir. Walkem said tho hon. mover 
deserved credit for looking after tlie in^ 
torests of his district. Ho and his col- 
leagues had urged tho Governnioiit last 
year to establish a hospital in the interior 
and the sincerity of tho motion must 
strike everyone. Ho would move, there- 
fore, its reference to a selocl conuniitee 
to report a scliemo that would be suitable 
to the condition of all districts which 
were not alike. 

Afr. .Sniitho ivLToitcd that any opposi- 
tion had baeii olfcred to the resolution, 
ife jogavdecl it a,-; au oxcollcnt principle 
tP iippiy, and wt} tkat ujider the present 
arrangements the Victoria ho.spttal had 
been conducted well and economically. 
Tjioro was a large siirplu.s uf money on 
hand, lit! thought the change proposed 
to be made by the resolution a few days 
ago would Involve the institution in dis- 
aster. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys explained tlmt 
he had not opposed tho resolution; but 
ho did Dot approve of rudely tearing down 
BXiBting resolutions.

Mr. Mara said he was not sui pri.-icd at 
Mr. Williams attributing improper mo- 
tives. He was ahv.aysattributing sinister 
motives to hon members; he allowed by a 
eie of TheColonid that on Feb. 18th, 1870, 
Air. Vernon had brought in a resolution of 
nearly the same effect as the one offered 
now.

They are commensurate with all tho social 
relations of man .and in order to dis- 
charge them aright is itnot most necessary 
that we .seek the ' guidance of qim who 
is the fountain of wisdom, power and 
goodness. Although it is generally ac- 
knowledged that a recognition nf the Su- 
premo Being and a sense of obligation to 
Him is tlio Foundation of order and good 
government, yet amongst theEnglisli speak- 
ing people upon this contract this it tho 
only deliborativo body that enters 
upon its legislative duties without prayer. 
Hy adopting this resolution wo not only 
blot out llie degrading epithet Godless 
which is so frequently associated with tho 
namo of our Provinoo, but it will entitle 
tliis House to tHe respect of all good men 
not only in this Province but in every 
Province in this great Dorniniou. He 
left the ro.solulion to tho common sense 



[if the Huuso which had given him .sufii- 
ciont encourageinent to bring it in. 

Air. Wilsoii said that if the Uon. getlc- 
niau had the copy of the prayer ho might 
road it and if adopted by the House it 
would save a committee. 

Mr. Foi-guson read a pr.iver from the 
Canadi.an sessional papers. 

Mr. Alara would bo sorrv, to give his 
vote for anythhig that woidii .savor of 
burlesque of pi-iyer, but the Speaker of 
the House w.as not the proper person to 
read the [ir.ayor just read, nnd unless a 
clergyman were to read tho praj-er it 
^Kould be more like a burlesque than aiiy- 
tlung else. 

Air. \'ernon tluuiglit tho read- 
ing of prayoi-3 would be just 
as proper at the opening a Aluni- 
cipal Council as at the opening of this 
liouso.

Hon. Air. lieaven lielicvcil thai tli.' us- 
.sertioii that thOjU. C. Legislature was tho 
cuily one not opened by prayer was cor- 
rect. If tho mover would consent lie 
would introduce nn ninondiiient that the 
question bo submitted to a soloet com- 
mittee to arrange with iiiiiii.steis i<> per- 
forin the duty 

Air. William.-i liad no olijecti'.ii toapray- 
er for tlu> (,)iieeii and the (Jovernor-Oen- 
eral if the Dominion Goveranient would 
build the Island railroad. 

Air. Galbraith would not object to pray- 
er but ho dill not want a burle.squo made 
of tho mattor 

Air. Druminond liad no oliieetion to 
prayer, but he did not want the Country 
to j)ay $0 for every prayer as in Califor- 
nia and Nevada. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem did not wish this 
question to bo thrown into ridicule. Tho 
prayer used by tlie Dominion House of 
Commons was very beautiful. If minis- 
ters of the difl'erent deiinmiiiations nr if 
any of tlioiu would come to the House 
and read prayers an otler of that sort 
sliould not bo ref used. 

Mr. Gallagher would support tho amend- 
ment; but he believed no imo in tho 
House was competent to iiorforin the 
duty. 

Mr. Ilelge.-^cii approved of the rojolu- 
tion. It iva.s ju.^t as necessary to liavu 
prayers in tho House as in tho public 
schools. 

Mr. Wilson did not see why laymen 
should not read prayerj for the House 
when they often reiul lessons in church. 
Kefort'iicc had been made by his colleague 
to the Island Railw.ay. He thought that 
if a prayer would be of service to tho 
backsliders at Ottawa on tho question it 
ought to he ofTercd. ("Order" and laugh- 
tor. 

Air. Smithe favored the reference of 
the question to a select committee. They 
would take hold of it in a proper spirit. 
Ho thought the furni of jir.aycr used in 
the Commons at Ottawa not exactly ap- 
plicable to tho House here. However 
well qiialitied the present speaker may bo 
to read prayers, yet it was possible that 
his successor might object to performing 
that duty. Ho favoretl the idcaof clergy- 
men performing such a service in prefer- 
ence to tho speaker. Ho wq^uld object to 
clergymen coming to tho House and of- 
fering a prayer of their own as tlioy 
iiiiglit be long winded. 

Air. Hcnnott was of the opinion that as 
cli.'rgyiocu wore not always luiiictual tho 
business of tho House might bo hinder- 
ed. In such a case tho House should 
either i)rocecd to business without prayer 
or the speaker should perform tho tluty. 

Air. .\sh .suggested that the principle 
lie conceded by til.' House and that tho 
speaker should get some clergynriii to 
otter jirayor at the opening. 
The resolution as amended then passed.
